] believe theſe Aſſertions to be flatly contrary to the 
Word of Gop, I have warned you hereof again and 
-again, and beſought you, to turn back to the Law and 


the Teſtimony. I have borne with you long, hoping 
you would return. But as I find you more and more 


.confirm'd in the Error of your Ways, nothing now re- 


maine, but that I ſhould give you up to Goo.” 


Auguſt 8. In my Letter to the Morawian Church, I 
wrote as follows: 

** You mix much of Man's Wiſdom with the Wiſ⸗ 
dom of Gop. You greatly rene the plain Religion, 
taught by the Letter of Holy Writ, and Philo/ophize 
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on almoſt every part of it. Hence you talk wink, in 
a manner wholly unſupported ” Scripture, againſt 
mixing Nature avith Grace, againſt Imagination, and 
concerning the Anima Spirits, mimicking the Power 
of the Holy «Ghoſt. Hence you caution us againſt 
Amal Foy, Natural Love of one another, and Se ff 
Love of Gop; againſt which or any of chem, there is 
mo one Caution in all the Bible. 
Fou likewiſe greatly check Joy in the Holy Ghoſt, 


by ſuch Cautions againſt Sex/ib/e Comforts, as have no 
_ -tittle of 'Scripture to ſupport them. And your Bre- 


thren here damp the Zeal of Babes in Chril talking 
much of Falſe Zeal, and forbidding them to declare 
what Gop has done for their Souls. 
Laſtly, you undervalue good Works, never pub- 
dickly inſiſting on the Neceſſity of them. And when 
ſome of the 3 have ſpoken of them, they put 
them on a wrong foot, viz. , 'you find yourſelf moved, 
if your Heart is ee to it, then reprove, exhort, re- 
lieve By this means you put an uncertain, inward 
Meeren in the place of the Plain, written Word.“ 
Thurſday September 3. I met Count Z. Fart of our 
Converſation was as follows: 
Z. I acknowledge no inherent Perfection. Chr is 
our only Perfection. 
W. I believe, the Spirit of Chriſt works Chriſtian 


Perfection in true Chriſtians. 
Z. By no means. All our Perfection is in Chriſt. 


Faith in the Blood of Chriſt, is the only Chriſtian Per- 


fection. The whole Chriſtian Perfection, is imputed, 

not inherent. We are perfect in 22 We are never 

perfect in our ſel ves.

It was ſome time before this, viz. on Sunday, June

How groſs, palpable a Contradiction is this, to the 
whole Tenor of the New Teſtament ! Every Part of 
which is full of Commandments, from St. Matthew to 
the Revelation! But it is enough to obſerve, 1. That 
this bold Affirmation is flatly contrary to our Lord's. 
own Words, Whoſoever ſhall break one of the leaſt of 
theſe Commandments, Hall be called leaſt in the King- 
dam of Heaven for nothing can be more evident, than 
that he here ſpeaks of more than one, of ſeveral Com- 
mandments ; which every Soul, Believer or not, is - 
liged to keep, as commanded. 2. That this whole 
Scheme is overturned, by that other Sentence of our 
Lord, When you have done all that is commanded you,
